$375,000 BUSINESS 
BY U.F.A. 


Edmonton, Dec. 21.—Ten principal 
commodities bought and used by far- 
mers dealing with the U.F.A. co-op- 
eratives showed a combined 
over of about $371,000 during the 
past year it was reported at the an- 
nual meeting of these organizations, 
j which continued its sittings Wednes-; 
day. 

Among the items included 
list were fuel and lubricating oil, 
coal, binder twine, British Columbia 
fruit, flour, automobile tires and bhat- 
iteries, poultry supplies, grass seed, 
gopher poison and salt. The aggre 
jgate volume of business in these an 
other commodities by the total 21 as- 
sociations in the province is not yet 
compiled as the fiscal years of the 
co-operatives do not in all cases co- 
incide. 

The largest single organization’s 
turn-over was that of the Acadia 
society, which reported a $64,000 
volume of business. Five others had 
maximum amounts of more than 
$30,000 each. 

A large part of the time of the 
meeting has been taken up with 
reviews of the year’s trade and con- 
sideration of business conditions. 
Expansion fo tthe co-operative idea, 
through the organization of new so- 
cieties, is also being’ considered. 
There is an attendance of 19 dele 
gates representing 12 of the co 
operatives in various parts of the 
province.
